The  real  mischief-makers  of  Germany  were 
the  university  proXeaaora  and  the  Herr  Pastors  in 
tha  pulplta.  Who  were  eewitantly  Inflaming  the 
minds  of  the  German  common  people  and  nillng 
their  simple  minds  with  visions  of  the  glory  of 
wfer  and  the  wealth  and  power  to  be  acquired  by 
military  and  kultural  conquest  of  the  world.  The 
Mr  did  not  break  out  until  1914  because  Oer 
many  waa  noi  ready.  Hm  loal  to  be  atuined 
before  declaration  of  war  was  a  fleet  superior.  If 
jjiit  atjuaiat  least  In  power  to  the  British 
a%rf.  After  an  totenral  of  feverish  naval  con- 
struction, under  supervision  of  von  Tlrpltz  and 
the  stimulation  of  the  enthusiastic  Supreme  War 
Lbrd  tod  Admhral  of  the  Atlantic,  the  goal  had 
almost  been  reached  when  the  murder  of  the 
Austrian  Archduke  rather  prematurely  fired  the 
powder  magazine  In  the  Balkans.  Austria  de 
Clared  war  on  Serbia;  Russia  declared  war  on 
Austria,  and  Germany  declared  war  on  all 
nations  which  dared  accept  the  challenRe 

Rt.  Hon.  David  Lloyd  George,  who  Is  at  present 
without  any  particular  job  as  a  etateeman.  has 
tnKtff  up  the  pen  and  is  wrltlnf?  hl.s  remi- 
niscences. Possibly  his  reminiscences  may  be  ol 
greater  public  value  than  his  vlefws.  Mr.  George 
aays  that  at  least  a  million  lives  were  .sacrificed 
because  of  strategical  blunder*  of  the  Allied  com- 
manders In  the  early  stage*  of  the  war.  Hiat 
may  be  true,  and  there  are  not  many  persons 
competent  to  detnonatrate  that  It  1*  not  true.  At 
tiie  same  time,  the  Welah  Wlsard  !■  not  the  only 
amateur  military  authority  who  could  have 
achieved  wonders  U  he  had  had  the  opportunity 
te  display  hU  genld*.  There  were  writing  *trate- 
gists  here  In  Victoria  who  COUld  have  won  the 
war  ^on  paper)  if  they  had  been  in  high 
command. 

A  more  important  matter  than  the  opinions  of 
David  Lloyd  George  Is  that  war  might  have  been 
postponed,  and  po**ibly  entirely  averted.  If  the 
Oorman  war  lords  had  not  believed  that,  because 
there  was  a  Liberal  Government  in  power  In 
Oreat  Britain,  aome  of  the  membera  of  which 
were  peace-at-any-prlce  statesmen,  under  no 
clreumatances  would  Great  Britain  enter  the 
mit  nol  efin  enter  the  war  to  redeem  her  con- 
tmel  to  maintain  the  Independence  of  Belgium. 
TIW  Chancellor  of  Germany  had  been  told  by 
hUk  Ambaaaador  to  Great  Britain,  after  a 
thorough  Inquiry  Into  British  sentlmanta,.that 
there  was  not  the  least  doubt  that  Oreat  Britain 
would  remAln  neutral,  if  the  neutrality  of  Great 
Britain  was  assured,  there  was  abaoluU  a**ur- 
ance  of  a  quick  victory  for  Germany.

Senator  the  Ifareheee  Mareoni,  the  diacoverer 

of  wireless,  has  given  an  account  of  his  latest 
experiments  In  short-wave  wireless  communica- 
tten  to  the  Italian  Royal  Academy.  He  ha*  found 
out  that  the  range  of  ultra-.short  waves  is  not 
"geometrical  optical  distance'  between  the  trans- 
mitting and  racalTing  apparatus.  In  other  words. 
It  Is  not  the  dl.stance  within  which  the  receiver 
and  the  transmitter  are  In  sight  of  one  another. 
It  la  extended  beyond  the  horizon  to  more  than 
twice  that  dl.sUnce  and  communication  can  be 
esUblished  where  there  are  intervening  hills. 
Senator  Marconi  has  made  experiments  with 
short  waves  of  eocm  length  between  a  trana- 
mltter  at  Santa  MargherlU  at  a  height  of  88 
metres  above  sea  level  and  a  receiver  at  a  height

A  year  or  two  ago  a  realdent  of  Victoria  who 
had  farmed  eoeeeaaftilly  on  the  Prairiea  outlined 

for  our  Information  the  .secret  of  his  success  a-s 
an  agriottUural  producer.  He  said  that  he  kept 
hi*  eyee  open  aad  a  eloae  obaenratlon  upon  irtiat 
hi*  Immediate  nrlRhbors  were  doing;  that  he 
watched  the  newspapers  and  made  notes  of  what 
tha  farmera  In  othar  aectiona  of  the  Prairies 
were  doing,  and  then  proceeded  to  do  lomethlng 
different. 

Of  eourae.  aaid  thla  observant  fbnner,  the  chief 
product  of  the  Prairies  mu.st  be  wheat,  but  other 
thinga  than  wheat  must  be  grown  on  the  fertile 
land*  ot  the  plains.  For  instance,  coarae  grains 
can  be  grown  and  fed  to  stock,  such  as  cattle, 
pigs  and  fowls.  Of  late  years  there  always  has 
bee»  a  eurplua  of  wheat,  but  there  has  never 
been  a  surplus  of  the  produota  af  a  "mixed 
farmer. '  There  alwaya  haa  been .  at  least  a 
reaeonable  demand  at  fair  prices  for  articles 
consumed  In  every  houaehold,  aooh  as  beef, 
mutton,  bacon  and  poultry. 

The  recent  Increase  in  the  production  of  wheat 
on  the  Pralriaa  haa  forced  the  farmera  of  the 
province  to  concentrate  on  the'  production  of 
other  things.  One  of  the  refreshing  and  reas- 
aurinf  faaturee  of  the  farms  and  lara  premieaa 
of  the  proTlneee  of  Ontario  and  9oebee.  and 
possibly  bf  the  Maritime  Provinces  al.<»o.  Is  the 
appearance  oC  stability  and  the  evidence  of  com- 
fort lo  be  eeen  ahneet  emywbeie.  Thare  ia  no 

gign  anywhere  that  the  f.Trmera  of  tho.<!e  pro- 
Vlncee  are  aufferlng  from  privation.  Neither  the 
farmer  nor  hia  atock  seem*  to  latdc  any  good  thing, 
they  are  apparently  all  sleek  and  well  nourLthed

The  Arab  driver  raoed  and  rattled 
me  up  through  aubuttan  Cairo, 
around  beautiful  mosquai  with  their 
thin,  pencil-like  mlnareta  pff«nt1ng 
Into  a  dqr  aswarm  with  fleecy 
clouds,  then  down  the  main  lane 
with  Its  clutching,  shrieking,  pawing 
dragomen  and  Into  the  Continental, 
one  of  the  four  grsal  mMttag<plaoes 
of  the  world. 

We  had  three  hours  in  Cairo,  and 
I  spent  them,  as  everyone  does,  try- 
iiK  to  prowl  the  gorgeous  ijerfunied 
bazaars  but  spending  mo«t  of  the 
time  fighting  off  Egyptian  gulde.s, 
the  lowest  form  of  human  life  In  all 
Africa. 

A  low  blue  bus  sped  us  up  the 
twisting  streets  where  once  the 
Pharaohs  passed,  through  a  great, 
sooty  station  ahd  into  a  white  train. 
In  a  few  minutes  we  nine  piooeors 
and  our  hundreds  of  weU-stuffed 
mall  bags  were  away  to  Alexandria 

It  was  late  at  night  when  we  got

The  city  seemed  rlean  and  cool 
and  very  bu.sv  Night  rliil>.s  and  cab- 
aref.s  were  crowded  with  smartly- 
drejwed  tourists,  but  this  year,  in- 
stead of  an  ascendancy  of  Ameri- 
cans, you  find  the  VkaMhBMUi  and 
the  Greek.

Tlie  Dean  described  the  holding 
of  the  first  open  air  meeting  origi- 
nated by  Oaerga  Whitefi^.  when 
people  fUled  the  streeU  in  the 
vicinity  of  a  church  in  whftoh  he 
was  preaching.

COLONIZATION  WOKK 

Mr.  Davenport  recaDed  the  first 
attempt  at  the  establishment  of  a 
fort  here  with  the  progress  which 
was  slow  for  the  next,  few  years 
until  the  gold  rush  made  a  boom 
i  here  By  1849  there  were  probablv 
three  or  four  hundred  acres  of  land 
producing  crop  about  here. 

The  attempt  made  by  Sir  James 
Douglas  to  establish  settlements  was 
outlined  and  in  this  connection  the 
(ipeaker  told  of  the  wonderfully  ad- 
vantageous barisina  that  Douglas 
was  able  to  mdte  with  tha  Indians 
for  the  acquisition  of  land.  The 
various  dealings  of  Douglas  Showed 
that  about  $1,261  wax  paid  by  him 
for  what  is  now  Greater  Victoria, 
Including  Baaulch  and  as  far  as 
Sooke. 

When  it  came  to  dealinK  with  the 
Oovenunent  for  the  acquisition  of 
this  land,  the  value  was  plsesd  at 
more  than  $800,000. 

F.  B.  Pemberton  said  that  In  liBO 
or  1881  hto  father  had  been  com- 
missioiMd  hy  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Companv  to  make  a  report  to  the 
head  ofBee.  Within  eighteen  days 
after  landing  here  hi.s  father  had 
.sent  a  plan  extending  a.s  far  as 
Cordova  Bay.  Tlie  company  wis  so 
pleased  with  hLs  expeditious  work 
that  he  was  granted  an  hOnorWlm 
of  £350  for  the  work. 

Mr.  Pemberton  said  he  had 
acquired  the  only  plan  extending 
as  far  aa  Oowichan  Oap  and  to 
Sooka  and  Ottar  Point  that  he  knew 
to  be  in  axistenea.  which  he  would 
present  In  the  course  of  a  few  days 
to  the  arrhlves  department.  He 
lamented  th'^  fact,  that  there  has 
disappeared  the  original  .stone  poats 
at  the  Intersections  of  the  main 
corners  tn  Victoria,  wtilch  had  been 
carried  out  undST  his  fathSTS  tn> 
structlons. 

Mr.  Boggs  explained  the  situation 
which  was  found  on  Pandora  Street, 
where  the  wedge  shape  occurred.
